In  confoninuicc  willi  tho  provisions  of  llic  Bevised 
Ordinances  of  PJdl,  Chapler  3.  seclion  2r>.  I  lie  Annual 
Report  of  the  Boston  I'olice  Departn^enl  for  I  he  year 
ending;  Decemher  .31.  1971.  is  herewith  submitted. 

These  pajies  contain  only  a  capsulini  account  of  the 
departuH'iits  work  and  accon>[)lisluiienls  durinji  the  past 
year  hut,  ho|)efull\.  tliey  provide  some  insijjht  into  the 
increasingly  complex  prohlents  of  urban  j)olicinfj.  ^ot 
so  easily  docun>cnled.  but  perha|)s  of  greater  signilicance. 
are  the  deparlmcnrs  continuous  efforts  in  all  phases 
of  its  operations  to  moNc  ahead  ])rogressi\el\  in  the  light 
against  crinu'  and  lo  in>|)r<)vc  the  f|ualilN  of  service 
rendered  lo  I  he  public. 

In  meeling  its  iesi)onsibilities  the  department's  |)rin- 
cipal  asset  lias  been,  as  always,  the  line  men  and  \vou)en 
who  serve  within  its  ranks.  Once  again,  the  composite 
performance  of  these  dedicated  personnel  has  lieen 
exemjjlaiy  in  cariying  out  a  very  ditlicult  task  in  diilicult 
times  and  often  under  trying  and  provocating  circuni- 
stances.  Equally  appreciated  was  the  citizen  suf)poil 
and  cooperation  so  essential  to  the  success  of  the  police 
mission.

Prompt,  equitable,  and  effective  administration  of 
justice  is  llic  fitsi  ies|)()nsil)ilil y  of  a  civilized  society, 
riie  Consliliiliofi  recognizes  lliis  fact  in  its  preamble: 
"We.  I  he  pe()|)le  oi'  (he  United  States,  in  order  to  form 
a  more  perfect  union,  eslablisli  justice,  insure  donteslic 
tran(juilily.  ..." 

Crime  running  rampant  certainly  is  not  the  mark  of 
a  healthy  society.  Large-scale  criminal  activity,  whelhtM' 
organized  or  spontaneous,  underniines  an  economy  based 
upon  opportunity  and  enterprise,  while  it  fosters  a  sense 
of  injustice^  among  the  poor  and  other  minorities.  No 
citizen  lan  justify  indiU'erence,  for  complacency  will  prove 
suicidal. 

Events  of  the  past  year  have  intensified  the  challenge 
to  order  and  justice.  Drug  abuse  is  rising  rapidly,  terror- 
istic violence  is  now  a  fact  of  life,  and  crime,  in  general, 
flourishes. 

The  response  of  the  department  to  these  challenges 
is  most  encouraging.  In  fact,  our  record  in  this  area 
compares  favorably  with  most  other  cities.

Dear  Sir: 

Durinfj  1971  llie  Bureau  of  Community  Affairs,  thronp;h 
its  Comnumity  Helations  and  Coimnunity  Services  Divi- 
sions, continued  to  expand  its  activities  throughout  the 
city.  Existing  programs  were  updalcfl  and/or  broad- 
ened including  the  following:  the  District  Conunuiiity 
Relations  Workshops.  Police  Cadet  Progran),  Officer 
Friendly  Program,  Law  Enfoicemeiit  Explorer  j'ost  Pro- 
gram, Comnumity  Service  Olliccr  Program.  My  Friend 
the  Police  I'rogram,  Neighboihood  Aide  Program,  and 
the  School- Police  Programs.  Bureau  personnel,  includ- 
ing District  Comnmnity  Service  Oflicers,  met  with  in- 
dividual citizens,  citizens  groups,  neighborhood  associ- 
ations, etc.,  regarding  items  that  were  oriented  loward 
neighl)orhood  concern,  some  issues  being  police-related 
and  others  referred  to  the  proper  agencies. 

Twelve  ollicers  were  sent  to  a  comprehensive  four-week 
Spanish  Institute,  conducted  at  Regis  CoUege,  where 
Ihey  lived  in  with  social  workers,  teachers,  and  coimnu- 
nity [)oople  learning  the  fundamenlals  of  Ihe  Spanish  lan- 
guage coupled  with  a  study  of  the  culture  and  mores  of 
the  Spanish-speaking  peoj)le.  Secondly,  eleven  other 
officers  parlicipaled  in  an  cncii  more  in-de|)lh  program 
conducted  in  conjunction  with  APCHOSS  (^Association 
Promoting  Constitution  Rights  of  Spanish  Speaking)  and 
the  Tjanguage  Department  of  Boston  State  College,  which 
inchuletl  a  visit  to  the  Coinmonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico 
with  conunuiiity  leaders.  Thirdly,  the  establishment  of 
a  Neighborhood  Aide  Peogram  within  the  department, 
with  Spanish-speaking  aides  being  trained  for  two  weeks 
and  then  employed  full  time  as  interpreter-aides  on  dis- 
tricts where  heavy  Spanish-speaking  populations  exist. 
Other  liaisons  were  developed  with  the  Spanish-speaking 
minority  and  will  continue,  and  in  addition  bureau  per- 
sonnel have  assisted,  whenever  i)ossible,  in  obtaining  em- 
ployment for  Spanish-speaking  people  in  both  municipal 
and  private  sectors. 
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III  irfiiird  Id  rt'cniiliii},'  iiiiiiorilii's  loi-  tlic  policf  s«'r\  ice, 
Imrciiii  |)cis()iiiitl  were  imolvcd  in  ii  |)ii)j;r;iiii  ficarcd  to 
Iraiiiiii^  xoiiiijr  imn  "li<>  linked  tlic  Itasics  (reading,  wril- 
iii;z.  and  siiii|ili-  iiiallii'iiial  irv  i.  mi  iliid  iIicn  could  pass  llic 
cm  ii'iil  ciil  laiiic  c\aiiiiiialioiis.  I  liis  |)ro<;i'aiii  was  oH'cred 
Id  iiiiiidiilio  ;iiid  ld\N-iiicoiiii>  groups  caiK  in  1971.  and 
loll  \-dnc  cdiii|)lclcd  the  I  CI  1- week  course,  with  inslriiclors 
lu'iiif.'  utilized  IVoiii  liic  liosloii  S(  liool  Dc|>ai  liiienl  and  the 
Massaclinsells  Depailinent  of  Iviiicalion.  These  \oulh.s 
also  ifccixed  an  inlrodiicl  ion  to  llie  Police  Manna!  l»y 
depailiiieiil  iiislriiilois.  and  ol  the  IoiIn-oiu'  ( (jiii|jleling 
tlie  |)rograin  (liirly  were  IVoiii  iiiinoiilv  groups,  and  eleven 
well'  ri(pin  other  iow-incoiiie  groups.  \ddilionaII\ .  of 
these  Noiiliis  lilleeii  ol  eighteen  wlio  lacked  a  high  school 
e(jui\aleney  certificate  successfullv  pas.sed  a  lest  after 
cfiinpletion  of  the  priigrain  and  now  ha\  e  their  cerliticates. 
('.i\il  litigation  in  the  federal  court  |)laced  an  eiiihaigo  on 
an\  further  enlrance  exaiuinations  for  the  leniainder  of 
the  \eai.  Therefore.  e\  en  though  the  liiireau  was  acti\ely 
iinoKed  in  such  endeaNors.  no  increase  in  niiiiorily  repre- 
sentation was  visible,  and  the  department  is  most  con- 
cerned and  (lee|)l\  coiiimil  led  to  seeing  an  increase  become 
a  reality.

changed  in  grade  to  patrohiien;  one  captain,  one  Heu- 
tenant-fletective,  one  sergeant-detective,  six  sergeants, 
three  detectives,  and  twenty-nine  patrobnen  were  retired 
on  pension;  two  sergeants,  four  detectives,  and  fourteen 
patrohnen  died.

Kipiiey  for  his  alertness  an<I  eom'afje  in 
rescuing;  a  hhn<l  iiiaCe  oeeiipant  fr<ini  a  clMelliiif:  house.  I  pon  ol>ser\  ing 
the  fire,  the  oifieer  enteie<l  the  «l\^elling  and  hroiighl  him  to  safety 
after  hreakiiig  open  the  front  <loor.  He  reentered  the  Mazing  striieliire 
and  earried  an  elderh  woman  iu  safety  despite  the  intense  smoke  and 
Barnes.  Both  i>f  the  reseiied  persons  suffered  severe  burns  of  the  h<idy, 
and  the  offieer  eollapsed  from  smoke  inlialation.

The  iiflieer  heard  a  loud 
outer^'  an<l  a  gunshot  from  the  lobby.  W  hen  infornie<l  that  the  nian 
had  left,  he  searched  the  area  and  loeate<l  the  man.  who  then  fired  a 
shot  directly  at  him  and  ran.  Fearing  for  the  safety  of  innocent  by- 
standers, he  did  not  return  tlie  fire  but  gave  chase.  The  felon  fired  at 
him  three  more  times,  but  the  officer  would  not  return  the  fire,  still 
with  the  protection  of  life  in  mind.  He  eventually  overtook  him  and 
disarmed  him  of  a  .38-caliber  revolver  at  great  personal  risk,  exhibiting 
a  high  degree  of  professionalism.

The  officer  raised  his  revolver  and  ordered  them  to  raise  their  hands, 
but  the  man  with  the  shotgun  pointed  it  at  him.  The  officer  fired  and 
struck  him.  The  bandit  discharged  the  shotgun  and  struck  the  officer. 
All  men  jumped  into  a  ear  and  made  their  escape.  Vt  hile  being  treated 
for  his  wounds  at  the  hospital,  the  officer  observed  a  man  being  wheeled 
from  the  examining  room  and  identified  him  as  the  felon  with  the 
sa«ed-off  shotgun.     He  was  placed  under  arrest.
